NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 5.—Lilian 

May Cook’s death by her own hand on 
West Rock, a lonely mountain top four 
miles from this city, revealed to an 
astonished community that her em- 
ployer, Virginius J. Mayo, a wealthy 
manufacturer of New Haven, has for 
four years been leading a double life. 
‘ He has been maintaining a costly 
‘home on Dixwell avenue, this city, with 
a middle-aged, childless wife, and at 
“ the same time has been keeping up 2 
still more expensive home at 546 Fourth 
street, Brooklyn, with a younger and 
attractive woman, who is the mother of 
his two children. Thefe he was known 
as James Dudley; the mistress of the 
establishment as Mrs. Lois Dudley. 

And in the tangle of lives, brought to 
light by this death, the facts stand ou: 

ldAllian May Cook, who was 19 years 
old, met Mayo in Brooklyn, knowing 
him first as Dudley. He employed her 
there to take care of his babies. That 
was about two years ago. A year ago 
he brought her here to be one of the 
typists in the big Mayo Radiator Co., of

Didley,'a strikingly good-looking 
younk woman of 23, was taken into the 
Mayo Radiator Co.’s offices just as Lil- 
lian May Cook’ was, by Mayo himself, 
as a stenographer. She knew, it is al- 
leged, Mayo was taking thé other gir! 
to New Haven from Brooklyn, but she 
made no protest. She was Lois Water- 
bury of this ‘city before she took the 
name of Dudley. - .- ' 

And so there is a wife, apparently con- 
tent; an inamorata and an odd little 
girl (for Lillian May Cook was all of 
that), who knew about the twisted 
skeins of the mian’s affections, and kepi 
silent, suffering under some sorrow of 
her own, until she ended everything by 
taking her life. 

- At the beginning it may be said that 
there is nothing against the reputation 
of little Mies Cook. A superficial ex- 
amination of her body by the County 
Medical Examiner,. Dr. Marvin Scar- 
brough, revealed no physical reason why 
she should have done away with her- 
self. An autopsy will be performed un- 
der the direction of Coroner Eli Mix 
and this question will be positively set- 
tied. 

Just why Miss Cook killed herself can- 
not be told exactly. She has been brood- 
ing and despondent almost from the 
very time she came here. Was it be- 
cause of her keeping of Mayo’s secret? 
No one/can say. Was she involved in 
his life, too? That cannot be answered. 
But certainly there was no other man in 
her life here—a life that was made up 
of work, study and a rather cheerless 
existence in a Young Woman's Chris- 
tlan Association room.

The immediate reason why a number 
of influential St. Louis men gave Jacques 
Back, editor of the American Jew, sum- 
mary notice to leave town, developed 


\today, when it was learned that Back 


cashed a check for $500, to which the 
indorsement of Sigmund Baer, secretary 
of the Stix, Baer &-~ Fuller Dry Goods 
Co. and treasurer cof the Associated 
Jewish Charities, had been forged. 

The check was. genuine and was made 
out by Mrs. Willlam Barr of New York 
as her contribution to the work of the 
Jewish charities here. It was drawn 
on the State National Bank and was 
maiie payable to Baer as treasurer of 
the charities, but was sent to Back, 
who had solicited the contribution. 

The check was presented by Back at 
the National Bank of Commerce for 
payment, bearing a signature which 
purported to be Baer’s indorsement. An

,employe of the bank asked Baer, by 
telephone, whether he had signed the 
check. He replied that he had not 
signed it, but did not ask that the check 
be held, so it was returned to Back. It 
was later cashed at the Mechanics- 
American. 

When the check reached the State Na- 
tional Bank, two weeks ago, through 
the Clearing House, the signature was 
questioned, and investigation showed 
that the indorsement was not genuine. 

When the facts were reported to Baer, 
leading supporters of the Jewish char- 
ities are said to have met and discussed 
Back’s case. While some are said to 
have favored more radical action, it was 
decided that the departure of Back from 
St. Louis would suffice. So Back was 
told that he must leave St. Louis or 
face prosecution and he went imme- 
diately. Mrs. Back is still at her home,

FORMER MANAGER 
OF ARTHUR HOTEL 
ENDS WIS. LIFE 


Body of A. H. Barton Found in 
Room in the Portland With 
Bullet Through Heart. 


Harry A. Barton, proprietor and man- 
ager until Wednesday of the Arthur 
Hotel, Berlin avenue and Skinker road, 
was found dead in a room at the Port- 
land oHtel at noon today with a bullet 
through his heart and with a revolver, 
one chamber of which was empty, be- 
side him. He had registered as ‘Dr. H. 
A. Barton, San Francisco.’’ He was last 
seen alive: at 5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon.by a negro waiter. He had been 
dead; the police thought, since some time 
last night. 

The body was identified at the morgue 
by F. B. Rothschild of 6181 Washington 
boulevard, who had known him for sev- 
éral years, and who was sent to view 
the body by Barton’s wife, Mrs. Emily 
P. Barton, who, he said, is in the hay 
and grain business, u1dér a firm name 
which he did not remember, in the 
Pierce Building. ' 

Barton and his wife. sold the Arthur 
Hotel, a bachelor apartment, last 
Wednesday, it was said there, and had 
removed to 6128 Waterman avenue, the 
home of a friend, Mrs. Barton could 
not be seen, sending down word that 
she was ill, that she knew no reason 
why her husband should kill himself, 
and that she declined to discuss the 
reasons for selling the hotel. The wom- 
an who delivered her message said Mrs. 
Barton was prostrated over the tragedy. 

Rothschild said that he could con- 
ceive no motive for Barton’s death, as 
his home life was harmonious, his af- 
fairs, so far as he knew, in good con- 
dition, and his habits temperate. 

In his pocket was a card of J. R. 
McKenna, with telephone number, 
Forest 7953W. McKenna said that he 
met a man about four nights ago who 
gave his name as H. A. Barton, and 
who said he was not a physician but a 
veterinarian. 

On another card was a note of intro- 
duction from William Van Sickle, an 
agent of the Markham Insurance Co., 
to his brother, George C. Van Sickle, 
surgeon of the first class of the United 
States Hospital Corps. It read: ‘‘Bra 
George, This will introduce my friend, 
H. A. Barton.’’ 

There was also a receipt made out to 
ar insurance company on Dec. 23, 1914, 
acknowledging the payment of $225 by 
the Ocean Accident and Guarantee Co. 
and releasing the company from further 
claims for an accident said to have oc- 
curred to Barton in the Arthur Apart- 
ments. The receipt was signed by H. A. 
Barton and by his wife, Emily P. Bar- 
ton. 

On another card were the words ‘‘H. 
A. Barton, salesman, Terre Haute 
Brewing Co.,’’ and another showed him 
to be a member of the Americus (Ga.) 
branch of Elks. There were 97 cents in 
his pockets. 


MAN TOO TIMID, SO FRIEND 
REPORTS ROBBERY TO POLICE 


Big Man Who Stays Outside Station 
Fing}iy Coaxed Inside to Tell of 
Holdup. 

An undersized man approached the 
Desk Sergeant in Central District Po- 
dice Station at 5 o’clock this morning 
and said he wanted to report a robbery.

Men Who Met Retired Head of 
Candy Firm on Train Say He 
Gave That as Destination. 


Mrs. Charles F. Wenneker of 5333 Ber- 
lin avenue, when told today that a Post- 
Dispatch reporter had learned that her 
husband had been seen Wednesday on a 
westbound Missouri Pacific train and 
had told friends he was on his way to 
the San Francisco fair, announced she 
was virtually penniless and would break 
up housekeeping and go to live with 
her daughter, Mrs. Raleigh E. Sisson, at 
5782 De Giverville avenue. 

This was the first definite word Mrs. 
Wenneker had had about her husband 
since 8 p. m. Tuesday, when he packed 


two traveling bags and departed sud- 
denly, telling her he was going away 
for his health and would write her as 
eoon as he determined where he was 
&£0ing. She said she never saw him 
*ppear more downhearted than when he 
left, and in a note mailed at Union 
Station he told her not to worry and 
signed himself ‘‘Your broken-hearted 
husband.” 
Didn’t Leave Money at Home. 

Mrs. Wenneker said she knew her 
husband had lost his position as pres- 
ident of the Blanke-Wenneker Candy 
Co., 606-616 Market street, but that 
she did not question him about busi- 
ness affairs, as he never confided 
them to her. She said he did not leave 
her any money when he went away, 
and she did not know the condition 
of his finances. 

It has become known that Wenneker’s 
affairs had become badly involved in 
his financial management of the candy 
firm. This was learned, it was said, 
while Wenneker was in the Baptist 
Hospital last November and December 
with a leg broken in a fall in getting 
out of an automobile. During that time 
J. B. Farmer of 5320 Vernon avenue 
had assumed direction of the candy 
firm, he having theretofore confined his 
duties to those of vice-president. 

When Wenneker left the hospital, the 
week before Christmas, he encountered 
considerable unpleasantness upon his 
return to his office. This business dis- 
agreement, it was said, led to Wenne- 
ker’s retirement from the presidency, 
and to the election of Farmer ag his 
successor. 


Wife Notes Change in Him. 

Mrs. Wenneker today told the report- 
er her husband had not been the same 
man since he got out of the hospital. 
At one time, Mrs. .Wenneker said, she 
asked: ‘‘Charlie, why don’t you settle 
down around home; you don’t seem to 
be the same man since you got hurt. ’ 
She said her husband replied, “I know 
it,” without any further explanation. 

She expressed considerable relief when 
informed her husband had been seen 
cn the Missouri Pacific train. “I haa 
heard so many different reports,’’ she 
said. “Some of them had him going 
East, some to Texas, and others that 
he had been seen in St. Louis last 
night.’’ 


A Post-Dispatch reporter, investigat- 
ing Wenneker’s sudden and unexplained 
departure, learned he purchased a ticket 
for San Francisco and boarded a west- 
tound Missouri Pacific train which left 
Union Station at 9 a. m. Wednesday. 
Before leaving he purchased a travelers’ 
insurance slip and mailed it to his wife. 


Seen on California Car. 

He sat in the smoking room of a 
through California Pullman car and 
talked with City Counselor Baird; Henry 
A. Kersting of 3511 Wyoming street, 
lawyer and président of the German- 
American Alliance, and with George 
Donovan of the Missouri Pacific’s legal 
department. In the presence of these 
three men Wenneker announced he was 
going to the Frisco Fair on a flying 
trip to put a man in charge of his candy 
firm’s exhibit there, which had been ne- 
glected by the man previously in charge. 
Baird even looked at Wenneker’s ticket, 
which was about three feet long—*‘‘en- 
tirely too long,’ as Wenneker expressed 
it. 


Baird, Kersting ayd Donovan left 
the train at Jefferson City. Kersting 
and Donovan told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Wenneker seemed in the hap- 
plest mind, discussed currént affairs 
and, in passing Hull’s Lake, near Val- 
ley Park, said he intended fishing 
there when he returned. They said 
he told them he intended to return 
quickly. 

Tells of His Movements. 

“Mrs. Wenneker was confident today 
she would get a post card or letter 
from her husband soon. “He wanted 
to send me a night letter,” she said, 
“but I told him to drop a card. , 


“Mr. Wenneker came home Tuesday 
afternoon,”’ she said, in relating hig 
movements prior to his sudden depart- 
ure. “He told me he was going away 
somewhere for his health, and did not 
know just where he would go, but woula 
write me. He wanted to know if I] 
would join him, wherever he went. I 
eaid I would and [I helped pack his 
grips. John, a negro, came at 8 o'clock 
for the grips and took them away. 

“Mr. Wenneker telephoned our 
daughter and told her good-by, that 
he was going on a trip.

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TRACKS MAN BY 
BIG TOES, ARRESTS 
HIM AS. ROBBER 


Kirkwood Marshal Follows Trail 
From Scéne of Holdup to 
Home, Mile Away. 


— 


Prominent big toes owned by Tom 
Stack, a laborer, enabled Night Mar- 
shal Dintleman of Kirkwood to trail 
Stack for two hours last night over a 
winding course, after Stack had held up 
and robbed Clifford Straub, a Kirkwood 
milk wagon driver, at Geyer road and 
Woodbine avenue. The trail led to 
Stack’s home at Louisiana Heights 
about a mile west of Kirkwood. 

Dintleman was summoned to _ the 

scene of the holdup shortly after it oc- 
curred at 11:45 p. m. last night. Follow- 
ing the usual Scotland Yard school of 
detecting, as shown in fiction, Dintle- 
man scrutinized the ground with the 
aid of his electric flashlight and dis- 
covered that a trail of shoe prints, 
unusually broad at the toes, led from 
the spot where Straub was robbed, into 
the shrubbery at the roadside. Beyond 
the hedge lay the Kirkwood baseball 
grounds, and it was a simple matter for 
the night marshal to follow the shoe 
trail from first to second base, which 
the possessor failed to touch. 
.Stack’s route from second base to 
home, a distance of a mile as the crow 
flies, carried him over three or four 
miles, Dintleman found, and it was 
after 2 a. m. when the shoe marks were 
followed to Stack’s door. Stack’s large 
toes were so big that they gave a pe- 
cullar shape to his shoes, easy to trace 
in the soft earth. 

Stack at first denied knowledge of the 
holdup, but later confessed that he had 
robbed Straub. When searched he had 
on him the keys and papers which were 
taken from Straub, but $10.02 that the 
victim missed was not found. 

Straub identified Stack as a man for 
whom he had’ bought a drink shortly 
before the holdup, which was accom- 
plished with the aid of a revolver. 


FRENCH AMMUNITION SHIP 
SAILS INTO A GERMAN PORT 


Vessel Immediately Sent to Bottom at 
Ostend—Germans Say Sailors 
Were Drunk. 

BERLIN, March 5, by wireless to Say- 
ville, L. IArmy headquarters, under 
date of March 4, has issued a report 
saying that a French steamer loaded 
with ammunition, on her way to Nieu- 
port, had gone into Ostend by mistake 
Ostend being in the possessions of the 
Germans, the steamer was shelled and 
sent to the bottom.

SAYS GOVERNOR 
TANGOES - WHILE 
LEGISLATORS WORK 


Senator Gardner in Speech on 
Fire Marshal Bill Scores 
Major for Visit Here.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 5.—Sena- 
tor A. E. L. Gardner, while making a 
speech on the fire marshal bill today, 
severely criticised Gov. Major for tango- 
ing in’ St. Louis while the Legislature 
is wrestling with problems of state.. 
The Governor returned to the capital 
today after a week in St. Louis. | 

An amendment to the bill, taking from 
the Insurance Commission and giving 
to the Governor power to appoint fire 
marshals, was under discussion. 

“The author of the amendment,” 
said Gardner, “tells you he wants 
to make these marshals responsible 
to the Governor. 

“What Governor, I would like to 
ask? Surely not the present Gover- 
nor, for while the members of this 
Legislature are scratching their 
heads and vyacking their souls over 
problems of State, our Governor is 
tangoing in St .Louis.” 

Gov. Major, on his return from St. 
Louis, declared emphatically that 
there would be no extra session of 
the Legislature. 

The Governor expresesd his satis- 
faction with the program of legisla- 
tion and said that he would not even 
send another message to the Assem- 
bly. Although in session more than 
two months the Legislature has 
passed only four appropriation bills. 


The Governo® said he expected the ; 


convict labor problem would be set- 
tled satisfactorily and that if it was 
not, the financial loss to the State, if 
the convicts were not employed, would 
probably not be as great as the cost 
of an extra session.

LONDON, March 5.—The London 
morning newspapers continue today 
editorial appeals to the United States 
to put herself in Great Britain’s place 
in considering the question of British 
reprisais against Germany. 

The Daily Mail admits that, tech- 
nically, the British action amounts to 
proclaiming a blockade without incur- 
ring its risks, but contends that this 
course was deliberately chosen because, 
while involving no new principle of in- 
ternational law, it is calculated in prac- 
tice to prove more lenient to the neu- 
trals than a rigorous blockade. 


“Fighting Cause of U. §S.” 
The Morning Post says: “We put it’ 


to the United States once more that the 
allies in fighting this war are fighting 


the cause of the United States and of 
all neutral nations. A victorious Ger- 
many means a threatened America, and 
against such a threat the Monroe Doc- 
trine would be no more effective as a 
defense than her neutrality was to Bel- 
gium.” 

The Morning Post concedes that the 
United States made her proposals in 
the identical note to Germany and 
Great Britain with the best of inten- 
tions, but says it is impossible for 
Great Britain to consider them. It sug- 
gests as a way for meeting the Amer- 
ican criticism that the British Govern- 
ment should make regular its position 
by declaring a formal blockade and de- 
nouncing the declarations of Paris and 
London, so that all parties would know 
exactly where they stand. 

The Times’ Washington correspqnd- 
ent, reverting to the subject today, says, 
in referring to the Amefrican press 
comment: 

“Tt is evident that the translation of 
our new policy into deeds should be 
preceded by the clearest possible pre- 
sentment, not only of the nature of that 
policy,’ but of our moral and legal and 
what may be called our chronological 
justification for it.”

Further Steps at Washington,. 
However, Await British Reply 
to U. S. Proposals.

WASHINGTON, March 4—The State 
Department has declined to date to give 
out the text of the American proposals 
because they are still under considera- 
tion by Great Britain and her allies 
Until some reply is received from the 
allies it is unlikely that any move fur- 
ther than the publication of the text of 
the German reply will be made by the 
United States, though preparation of a 
protest to Great Britain’s declaration of 
an embargo on commerce between Ger- 
many and neutrals has been begun by 
law officers of the Government. 

The situation was discussed at today’s 
Cabinet meeting, but it was said no 
further forma] action would be taken 
by the United States in the correspond- 
ence with Germany and Great Britain 
until the means to be pursued for the 
practical blockade of Germany are 
known here. 


Five Negotiations Pending. 
To date the United States "Govern 


ment has pending five separate nego- 
tiations, all related to the subject of 
maritime warfare and the rights of 
neutrals: 

1. Great Britain’s preliminary ob- 
servations and then complete reply to 
the American note of protest of Dec. 
28 concerning the treatment of Ameri- 
can commerce generally by the Berit- 
ish fleet has not been answered. 

2. Great Britain’s reply to the Ameri- 
can note warning her against the med- 
sure of responsibility that would seer | 
to be imposed should American vessels 
be attacked on account of fictitious 
use of the neutral flags has not been 
answered. The statement of the Ameri- 
can position in this note probably will 
not be reiterated, but the United States 
is expected to stand on the warning 
already given. 

3. Germany’s reply to the note from 
the United States stating that Germany 
would be held to a strict accountability 
for any attacks on American vessels or 
lives in the new marine war zone also 
has been left unanswered. This, too, 
probably will be continued in further 
correspondence only insofar as it re- 
lates to the general situation, the warn- 
ing given being regarded as adequate- 
ly conserving American rights. 

4.The proposals from the United 
States to Germany and Great Britain 
for the removal of mines, the abandon- 
ment of submarine warfare on mer- 
Chant ships and an arrangement by 
which the civilian population of a bel- 
ligerent may import food suppMes and 
conditional contraband if the’ distribu- 
tion is supervised by American organt- 
zations or agencies have been answered 
thus far by Germany alone. .An answer 
from Great Britain still is awaited. 

5. The American Government has un-

this communication also is under con- 
sideration.

TO AMERICAN PROPOSALS| )

Lifts Embargo 


Berlin Government chilies Agrees to 
Abandon Submarine Warfare if Britain 


on Foodstuffs. 


WASHINGTON, March .6.—Here i84 
the text of the German reply to the 

American proposals that Germany and 
Great Britain agree to practically & 

suspension of (1) submarine warfare | 
on neutral ships; (2) use of floating 

mines; (3) embargo on food supplies 

for civil population: 

“The Imperial Government have 
taken note with great interest of the 
suggestion of the American Govern- 
ment that certain principles for the 
conduct of maritime war on the part 
of Germany and England be agreed 
upon for the protection of neutral 
shipping. They see therein new evi- 
dence of the friendly feelings of the 
American Government towards the 
German Government, which are ful- 
ly reciprocated by Germany. 

“It is in accordance with Germa~ 
ny’s wishes also to have maritime 
war conducted according to rules 
which, without discriminately Te- 
stricting one or the other of the 
belligerent powers in the use of their 
means of warfare, are equally con- 
siderate of the interests of neutrals 
and the dictates of humanity. Con- 
sequently it was intimated in the 
German note of the 16th instant 
that observation of the declaration 
of London on the part of Germanys 
adversaries would create a new sit- 
uation from which the German Gov- 
ernment would gladly draw the prop- 
er conclusions. 

“Proceeding from this view, the 
German Government have care- 
fully examined the suggestion of 
the American Government and 
believe that the can actually see 
in ‘it .a suitable basis for the 
practical solution of the ques- 
tions which have arisen. 

Would Not Use Floating Mines, 

“With regard to the various points 
of the American note, they beg to 
make the following remarks: 

“1. With regard to the sowing of 
mines, the German Government 
would be willfng to agree, as sug- 
gested, not to use floating mines and 
to have anchored mines constructed 
as indicated. Moreover, they agree 
to put the stamp of the Government 
on all mines to be planted. On the 
other hand, it does appear to them 
to be feasible for the belligerents 
wholly to forego the use of anchored 
mines for offensive purposes. 

‘9 The German Government would 
undertake not to use their subma- 
rines to attack mercantile ships of 
any flag except when necessary to 
enforce the right of visit and search, 
Should the énemy nationality of the 
vessel or the presence of contraband 
be ascertained, submarines would 
proceed in accordance with the gen- 
eral rules of international law. 

“3. As provided in the American note, 
this restriction of the use of the 
submarines is contingent on the fact 
that enemy mercantile ships abstain 
from the usé of the neutral flag and 
other neutral distinctive marks. - It 
would appear to be a matter of 
course that such mercantile vessels 
also abstain from arming themselves 
and from all resistance by force, — 
since such procedure, contrary to in- 
ternational law, would render impos- 
sible any action of the submarines 
in accordance with international law. 

Would Require Forage, Too. 

‘4 The regulation of legitimate 
importations of food into Germany 
suggested by the American Govern- 
ment appears to be in general ac- 
ceptable. Such regulation would, of 
course, be confined to importations 
by sea, but that would, on the other 

“hand, inelude indirect importa- 
tions by the way of neutral ports. 
The German. Government would, 
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therefore, be willing to make the 
declarations of the nature provided 
in the American note so that the 
use of imported food and foodstuffs 
solely by the noncombatant popula- 
tion would be guaranteed. The Im- 
perial Government must, however, 
in addition, emphasize having the 
importation of other raw material 
used by the economic system of 
noncombatants, including forage, 
permitted. To that end the enemy 
governments would have to permit 
the free entry into Germany of the 
raw material mentioned in the free 
list of the declaration of London, 
and to treat materials included in 
the lst of conitional contraband 
according to the same principles as 
food and foodstuffs. 

Objectn to Munitions Exports. 

“The German Government ventures 
to hope that the agreement for which 
tne American Government has paved 
the way may be reached after due 
consideration of the remarks made 
above, and in this way peaceable 
neutral shipping and trade will not 
have to suffer any more than is ab- 
solutely necessary from the unavoid- 
able effects of maritime war. These 
effects could be still further re- 
duced if, as was pointed out in the 
German note of the 16th instant, 
some way could be found to exclude 
the shipping of munitions of war 
from neutral countries to belligerents 
on ships of any nationality. 

“The German Government must, of 
course, reserve a definite statement 
of their position until such time as 
they may receive further information 
from the American Government en- 
abling them to see what obligations 
the British Government are on their 
part willing to assume.”’

The House amend- 
tment prohibiting an increase in rates 
gintil the Public Service Commission has 
gnade a physical valuation of all rail- 
road property in the State, has left the 


roads in much worse condition than 

they were before the fight for increased 

rates started. 

Under the old law the Public Service 
Commission could have advanced rates 
without making the valuation. Under 
the bill, as amended, the commission 
etannot increase rates. The valuation 
would take from five to seven years. 

Three Courses Open to Lobby. 

The lobby has its choice of three 

‘ ®ourses. It can attempt to have the 
hill reconsidered in the House today; 
it can attempt to amend the Senate bill 
gnd send it to the House, or it can fight 
the House bill in the Senate and attempt 
fo defeat any railroad legislation. 

The crushing defeat of the railroads 
pesterday was due, according to‘one of 
the Democratic leaders in the House, 
fo the sending of thousands of tele- 
gSrams to members of the Legislature, 
the lobby maintained at the capital, and 
the publication in the St. Louis Repub- 
jic yesterday of an editorial assuming 
that the Public Service Commission 
would accept the amendment adopted 
iWednesday, authorizing the commission 
fo put into effect a 2%-cent rate, as an 
instruction from the Legislature to the 
commission to put into effect the ad- 
Wanced rate. 

Senator William H. Phelps, who has 
been counted an active opponent of the 
railroads since he severed his connec- 
tions with the Missouri -Pacific several 
years ago, is also credited by some mem- 
bers with having a hand in the defeat.

Gregware and 5 Others Escaped by 
Seizing Locomotive in Prison Yard. 
LEAVENWORTH, Kan., March 5.— 

Frank- Gregware, who is believed to 
have been caught at Dover, Me., was 
one of the leaders in a daring escape 
from prison at noon, April 2, 1910, when 
the convicts in the Federal prison here 
were marching to dinner. Six of them 
leaped from the line, seized a locomo- 
tive which had just backed into the 
prison yard and commanded the engi- 
neer, at the point of wooden Reververs, 
to put on ‘‘full speed ahead.’’ 

The gates of the prison were swing- 
ing shut as the engine leaped down the 
track, but with a crash it went through.

Poisen in Hand Bag. 
In a leather handbag beside her body 
was found a little triangular white tab- 
let with the word ‘“poison’’ embossed 
upon it. This she had carried almost 
ever since she came here a year ago. 

She had frequently said to her room- 
mate at the Y. W. C. A., Miss Ellen 
Wilson: “I will have something always 
with me to kill myself whenever I de- 
cide that the end must come. There's 
no use of you searching for it, for it’s su 
tiny you could never find it.” 

Undoubtedly she referred to this little 
tablet. It was worn away at its three 
corners, as though by constant carrying 
or examination. Its nature had not 
been determined last night. 

After viewing the body Virginius Mayo 
went into seclusion in the suburban 
home. He had talked freely enough be- 
fore Miss Cook’s fate had been learned, 
but afterward not a word could be had 
from him. His legal wife is at the 
home, too, but all efforts to talk to 
either of them have been unavailing. 

According to the police here, Mrs. 
Mayo has been for years aware of the 
existence of Mrs. Dudley. Indeed, she 
knew her when she was Lois Water- 
bury, a pretty girl of 17, six years ago. 
Mrs. Mayo knew of the birth of the 
first baby .about four years ago. Mrs. 
Mayo went to the factory one day and 
in a stormy scene that came to the at- 
tention of the police, she made public 
to an office full of employes her hus- 
band’s relations with the young girl. 

But the wife has never separated from 
Mayo. She has refused emphatically 
when seén during the last day or so 
here to make a single comment upon the 
subject of his two households. 

Miss Ellen Wilson, also an employe 
of the Mayo establishment, roomed 
with Miss Cook at the Y. W. C. A. 
She told of frequent threats on the 
part of Miss Cook to end her life, but 
said she had never been able to get 
the girl to explain why she should 
wish to dle. 

She said that Mayo paid no more 
attention to Miss Cook than to the 
other girls in the office and she was 
certain that she had no men friends. 
Other employes of the office told of 
strange actions by Miss Cook and 
frequent threats to end her life. 


INJUSTICE TO LINK 
GIRL’ WITH THINGS 
IMPURE, MAYO SAYS 


First Denounced Stories of 
Double Life as Outrageous; 
Later Admitted Truth. 


The story of Virginius J. Mayo being 
known in Brooklyn as James Duédloy and 
having brought Miss Cook up here was 
whispered about the town for several 
days, but it was not broached openly— 
at least to Mayo himself—until yester- 
day. 

Mayo is no longer a young man, but 
he is still striking in appearance. He 
stands well above 6 feet in height, 
perhaps 6 feet 2 or 3, ts slenderly and 
athletically built, has large brown eyes, 
a thick head of gray hair and closely 
clipped greyish mustache. 

At first he denounced as outrageous 
the stories of his double life. He vowed 
that he knew no one named Dudley in 
Brooklyn and said he had no children. 
But when it was shown to him that his 
ownership of the Brooklyn house was 
proved beyond doubt by deeds recorded 
in King’s County, he admitted that he 
was the man.

Judge Orrin’ N. Carter of Illinois Sua- 
preme Court Says Such Action 
Is Narrow. 

CHICAGO, March 6.—Sporadic at- 
tempts to curb the freedom of the 
press were denounced yestereday by 
Judge Orrin N. Carter, of the Supreme 
Court of fllinois, as narrow, mis- 
guided and fraught with great dan- 
ger. 

Contempt of court proceedings, he 
added, should form a weapon of the 
last resort and should not be utilized 
with the idea of preserving the dig- 
nity of justice. 

Judge Carter .addressed a public 
meeting at the Press Club. He spoke 
of the newspapers as the country’s 
greatest educational institutions, de- 
cClaring that millions read nothing 
else and that Americans received 
practically their entire political edu- 
cation from the daily press. 

“The freedom of the press is part 
of the, flesh and blood of the Ameri- 
can people,” he sald. “A pillar of lib- 
erty is found in the first amendment 
to the Constitution which rules that 
Congress shall make no law abridg- 
ing the freedom of speech or of the 
press. ‘Light is the best policeman.’ ”

F. EB. A. Curléy, whose resignation as 
curator of the City Art Museum was 
accepted by the Board of Control of 
the Museum yesterday afternoon, ¢X~- 
pressed the opinion today that he 
was “not the man for the board,” and 
therefore not the man for the place, 
and that he never had been. 

“I’m a crank,”’ said Curley to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “I have my views, 
and the members of the board have 
their views. ‘ ' 

“The board complains that I did not 
get up a catalogue of paintings in the 
prescribed time, and that is true; and 
it says I did not always get to the 
Museum at 8:30 a. m., and that is true. 

“I believe in. regularity and punctual- 
ity, but at the same time, my work 
wae not of a kind to be done with strict 
reference to the clock. As for the cata- 
logue, it was delayed. by other things 
T was trying to do toward the develop- 
ing of the art spirit in wt. Louis, and 

by the interest I took in the work of 
the School of Fine Arts, which ought 
to have a much closer connection with 
the Museum than it has. At present, 
the school is just a pro forma part of 
Washington University and has little 
prospect of developing into an institu- 
tion such as the Chicago Art Institute.” 
Resignation Is Accepted, — 

W. K. Bixby, D. R. Francis, S. L. 
Sherer, Daniel Catlin and Charles P. 
Pettus were present at yesterday’s. meet- 
ing of the Board of Control.

CHICAGO, March 
Wade, president of 


in behalf of the railroads before In- 
terstate Commerce Commissioner 
Daniels today, in the hearing on the 
application of 41 Western railroads 
for increased freight rates. President 
B. F. Bush of the Missouri Pacifc 
Railroad and Receiver Lusk of the 
Frisco also had been called as wit- 
nesses today. 

Wade testifed that the value of rail- 
road securities had greatly decreased 
as investments. 

“It is due to the constant tirade 
against the railroads and it has re- 
sulted in discrediting the roads,”’ said 
Wade. “The decrease in railroad val- 
ues may be explained in various ways, 

Explanations of Conditions, 

“If you are a Democrat you wili 
blame it on the European war. If you 
are a Republican you may blame iton 
adverse legislation, but the fact re- 
mains that the depreciated credit of 
the railroads is hurting not the rail- 
roads alone, but the whole country. 
Many of the western roads not now 
paying divdends narrowly escaped re- 
ceiverships last year before the war. 
The war had nothing to do with it.” 

Wade produced figures showing the 
depreciation in the values of bonds 
and stocks of various railroad groups. 

Wade said no better illustration of 
the impairment of railroad credit 
could be shown than in the fact that 
savings banks had been required to 
charge off $125,000,000 and life and 
fire insurance companies $100,000,000 
in the last year on account of the 
depreciation of railroad. securities 
held by them. 

“While money is a drug on the 
market, while there is more idle 
money now than ever before in the 
history of the country and while hold- 
ers of money are clamoring to loan it 
on a 4 per cent basis in certain cases, 
the railroads are being charged 
higher rates,’ said Wade. “Industri- 
als can borrow money as low as 4 per 
cent, but the public has become dis- 
trustful of the future of railroads and 
they simply will not buy railroad se- 
curities. The public is afraid of 
them.” 

‘“‘Never was there so much idle money 
&s now,”’ continued Wade. “The Fed- 
eral reserve banks have not been able 
since their inception to lend enough 
money to pay operating expenses. There 
is now in the vaults of the Federal 
reserve bank in New York $250,000,000 of 
idle money.”’ 

Wade attributed the condition of the 
country’s finances to the insufficient 
revenues of the railroads. 

S. M. Felton, president of the Chi- 
cago Great Western road, resumed his 
testimony today under cross-examina- 
tion by Clifford Thorne, representing 
the shippers who oppose the proposed 
increases. 

“Passed the Buck.” 

Luther Walter, attorney for certain 
packers, asked Felton if the railroad 
presidents ever met to agree on how 
much advance should be _ requested. 
Asked by Commissioner Daniels’ the 
purpose of the question, Walter said: 

‘“‘My information is that the railroad 
presidents disagree on how much they 
would ask for, that some wanted 3 per 
cent, some 5 per cent and some 2 per 
cent, and that finally they agreed to 
ask for the maximum amount and 
‘passed the buck’ to the commissioner.” 

Felton replied he never heard of such 
a discussion and that none took place.

This is the summing up of a statement in which 
Mr. Houchin said that the contract workshops 
were pest holes and thet a State factory plant enm- 
ploying 1500 men can be equipped for $75,000. The 
total cost of inaugurating a complete plant he es- 
timated at $260,000. 

Mr. Houchin’s plan for managing the peniten- 
tiary is to eliminate the spoils system and place 
a business man at its head. He urged giving the 
convicts’ earnings to their dependents. Every 
vestige of excuse for failing to abolish the con- 
vict labor system is swept away from the Demo- 
cratic majority.

If. the power to fix passenger rates is not now 
delegated to the State Public Service Commission, 
this bill will confer the power and contribute to 
the harmony and strength of the regulatory sys- 
tem. And if the commission already has the 
power, the bill will remove doubt as to a point 
on which opinions conflict. Indeed, unless the 
former law held to confer the power is repealed 
by the new bill in express terms, it may be that 
the maximum named is only suggestive. 

At any rate, to turn the matter over to the com- 
mission for action in the light of the facts is the 
logical disposition of the subject. At what other 
time in the last 10 years would a Legislature 
have gone even this far in breaking away from 
the 2-cent legislation whose ena@tment was sup- 
ported by a powerful body of public opinion? 

But the proviso that a valuation of State rail- 
road property must be completed before any rate 
increase is granted is, of course, absurd. It should 
and probably will be eliminated.

While the eyes of the world have been fastened 
on the North Sea, the fleets in the Mediterranean 
have been doing a work which may be esteemed inh 
a later view the most papepiant naval operations 
of the war.

trol all of Mexico within six months. 
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SABOTAGE ON THE SHIP OF STATE. 

The object of the League of Lieutenant-Goy- 
ernors, now in process of forming and to be 
perfected at a future meeting in Tennessee, is 
to glorify the office of which they are incum- 
bents and get moré pay. 

Manifestly these are objects which will not 
be attained without difficulty. It would be 
easier for a starving Colorado coal miner: to 
wrest a concession from a Rockefeller than for 
a Lieutenant-Governor to force such demands 
as these from the taxpaying public. Manifestly, 
too, the Lieutenant-Governors, who show that 
they mean business, will be driven to resort to 
the customary means by which organized work- 
ers of: all kinds compel compliance with their 
desires. The country will wake up some morn- 
ing to discover that all its Lieutenant-Governors, 
joined by the Vice-President of the United 
States, who, of course, would scorn to scab in 
such a movement, have gone on a strike.

Why the Easter Date Changes 


early as March 22 or as late as April 

2, the time of Lent varies accord- 
ingly. This year Easter falls on April 
4. Next year it will not come until 
April 23. 

From both a religious and an astro- 
nomical point of view, it is something 
of an anomaly that, although the an- 
niversary of Christ’s death may fall 
on any one of 35 dates, the anniversary 
of His birth is always on the same. This 
is because of our having adopted the 
solar year as the basis of our calen- 
dar: we, at the same time, cling to the 
lunar year merely to establish one date. 

It is a mystery why, when the date 
of Christ’s birth was fixed as Dec. 25, 
some dates in April were not at the 
same time settled upon those of His 
death and resurrection.

Basing their calculations upon the 
assumption that Christ was crucified 
on the 14th day of March, moon astrono- 
mers tell us that His death wae prob- 
ably on April 7 of the year 30 of the 
Christian era. The first Sunday after 
April 7 would therefore appear to be 
a considerate date to fix as Easter for 


every year. 
The Julian calendar being still in use

in Russia and Greece, their dates are 
now 12 days different from ours. 

The fixing of a definite date for Easter 
would require a decree from the Pope, 
but there is no doubt that the Protes- 
tant churches would quickly follow the 
Roman Catholic worid in adopting it. 
That would be all that would be neces- 
sary, as Easter is a purely religious 
feast.
